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1- 12 February 1953 the of the Council of Ministers discussed 

measures to be taken to ensure the fulfillment of planned sulphuric acid 
production during the second quarter of 1953. As a result of this mooting 
it was found necessary to revise the schedule of sulphuric acid alloca- 
tions for domestic use and for essport. The State Administration for 
Ilaterial Procurement was ordered to affect the necessary revisions. 

2 . Tiie f tate Administration for Material Procurement, in compliance with 
the decisions reached by the P raesldlum of the Council of Ministers, 
drafted an administrative order which contained the following points a 

a. The 1953 economic plan calls for a total production during the second 
quarter of 93,533 tons of sulphuric acid; 81,753 tons to be produced 
by the plants under the Main Administration for Chemistry (HV Chenie) 
and 11,780 -tons to be produced by tho plants under the Ministry of 
Fining and Smelting. Because of the failure to complete the con. 
Rtrrction of the gypsum-sulphuric acid installation (Gipsschuofclsaeure- 
Anlaee) at Fftrbenfabrlk Wolfen, 12,000 tons of sulphuric acid, 
previously included in the 1953 plan, will not be produced. Thus 

the plants under HV Chords i/ill produce only 69,700 tons and the 
plants under the Ministry for 1'dning and Smelting 11,510 tons.
